The robbers got the drop 
on'the engineer and fireman at a station 
imd made them light cigars for the pur- 
pose, it is eupponad, of exploding dyna- 
mite boiiibe, which were afterward found 
intact near the Hceue of the operations. 


The detectives sent from St. 1'aul to 


trail the men found that thu robbery 
waa conducted iu n peculiar manner. 
The engineer and fireman wore covered 
with BliotfgtiQB and 'ordoied to stop tbe 
train. 
Tbe robbers then made thoir 


way to tho express car and ordered the 
engineer to open the door. 
Through a 


blunder the door was opened on tho 
wrong fiiJe from where the moaaengor'u 
ijuartare wore located, allowing that 
olliufal time in which to place in hiding 
•$2200 in coin under a pile of bags. 


The trail of the robbers led to Man< 


kato, where it waa -discovered that tho 
criminals had registered at a hotel tinder 
assumed unman.

that they liad luft for Minneapolis two 
day» «pi»t. 
At Minneapolis thuy met, 


anil bought tickets for Portland, Ore., al 
which plac * the trail terminated.

John Rontag, thelatne 
companion of Chrlfl Evans, in exile iu 
tbe mountains, it ia now believed re- 
mained at home on account of his disa 
hloil leg when the Kaaota trip was un 
der taken.
